There  -will  be  four  Eclipses  during  1854 — two  of  the  Sun,  and  two  of 
the  Moon. 

I.  A  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon  on  the  12th  of  May,  at  8h  22ia  m. 
Invisible  in  Utah. 

II.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  on  the  26th  of  May,  visible,  and 
calculated  as  follows: 

Begins  at  Great  Salt  Lake  City  at  lb  53m  a. 

Greatest  obscuration,  3h  08iu  a. 

End  of  the  eclipse,  4h  15iu  a. 

Digits  eclipsed  8.37. 

This  will  be  one  of  the  largest  eclipses  that  has  occurred  for  a  long 
time,  showing  a  beautiful  •^ring,"  to  the  inhabitanrs  of  New  York,  Ver- 
mont, New  Hampshire,  &c.  The  same  kind  of  ecipse  has  been  known, 
«ince  July  1313 — In  onr  century,  from  1800,  1818,  1836,  to  1854  ia 
May — again,  1872  in  June. 

HI.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  moon  on  the  4th  of  November,  at  Ih 
.37m  a,  invisible  in  Utah. 

IV.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  sun  on  the  20th  of  November,  the  middle 
of  which  will  be  at  2h  56m  in  the  morning,  to  Utah  invisible;  but  may 
be  seen  in  some  parts  of  South  America,  adjacent  seas,  and  southern 
Africa. 

Eclipses,  comets,  or  as  they  may  be  called,  ''space  boats,"  to  carry 
news  from  one  universe  to  another, .and  new  phinets  or  stars,  are  among 
the  every  year  occurrences  of  time;  and,  by  wi«!e  men,  are  considered 
as  the  -'tokens"  or  '••sistns"  of  one  that  loas,  and  is,  and  soon  will  come 
again,  with  all  his  saints  in  the  cloads  of  Heaven,  with  power  and  great 
glory. 


TlMlS. 

In  measuring  time,  we  use  clocks,  watches,  glasses,  dials,  &c.;  but 
there  is  i  difference  of  alinut  16  minutes  between  clock  and  dial  time; 
the  sun  beins;  on  the  meridian  only  four  times  a  year  with  the  clock, — 
viz:  on  the  15th  of  Apiil;  15th  of  June:  30th  of  Ausrust,  and  24th  of 
Decembpr;  so  that  the  sun  is  constanly  (exci'pc  those  four  days)  varying 
the  exact  time  on  the  meridian.  To  obviate  this,  consult  the  "sun'« 
fast  and  slow  o'clock  table"  on  another  page.

Fro7n  the  laws  of  England,  taken  from  a  lawyer's  "BrieP'  nearly  twb 
hundred  years  old:  -^ 

GUNS  AND  CROSBOWES. 

1.  Whosoever  shall  shoot  in,  or  keep  any  Gun,  Dag,  Pistol],  Crosbow, 
or  fetonebow,  or  shall  carry  in  his  journeY  any  Gunne,  Dao-,  or  Pistol 
charged,  or  Bow  bent,  but  in  time  of  Wa/,  or  to  or  from  Jvfusters,  ex- 
cept he  have  in  his  own  or  wives  right  100 1,  per  annum  in  Lands,  Tene- 
ments, Fees,  Annuities,  or  Offices,  shall  forfeit  for  every  offence  ten 
pound  to  the  King  and  Informer. 

2.  Whosoever  shall   shoot  in,  carry,  keep,  use,  or  hand  any  Gun  but 
such  as  in  stock  and  in  gunne  shall  be  a   yard  long;  or  in  any  Haggc 
Demi-hake,  Dug,  or  Pistol],  not  being   three  quarters  of   a  yard  lonf:' 
shall  forfeit  for  every  offence  10/. 

PREACHERS  &  ]\IINISTERS. 

_  7.  Whosoever  shall  gay  or  sing  jVIass,  and  be  thereof  lawfully  con- 
victed, shall  forfeit  200  Marks,  and  be  imprisoned  a  year,  and  from 
thence  till  he  pay  the  said  forfeiture;  and  whosoever  shall  willine-lv 
hear  Massj  shall  forfeit  100  IMarks  and  a  years  imprisonment. 

CONJURATION,  WITCHCRAFT,  PROPHESYING. 

1.  Whosoever  shall  use  Invocation,  or  Conjuration,  of  any  evil  spirit. 
orehall  consult,  covenant  with,  entertain,  imploy,  feed,  or  reward  any 
evil  spirit,  for  any  intent,  or  shall  take  up  any  dead  man,  woman,  or 
child,  or  any  part  of  any  dead  person,  to  bo  used  in  any  manner  of 
Witchcraft,  Sorcery,  Charme,  or  Inchantment;  or  shall  use  Witchcraft 
Inchantment,  Charme,  or  Sorcery,  whereby  any  person  hath  been  killed^ 
destroyed,  wasted,  consumed,  pined,  or  lamed  in  his  body,  or  in  any 
part  thereof,  shall,  together  with  his  Aiders,  Abettors,  and  Councellers" 
being  lawfully  convicted,  suffer  death  as  a  Felon,  and  not  have  the 
benefit  of  Clergy. 

2.  Whosoever  shall  undertake  by  Witchcraft,  Inchantment,  Charme  or 
Sorcery,  to  tell  in  what  place  any  Treasure  of  Gold  or  Silver  may^be 
found;  or  to  the  intent  to  provoke  any  person  to  unlawful]  Love,  or  to  im- 
pare,  or  destroy  any  person*s  goods  or  cattle,  or  to  hurt  any  person  is 
body,  although  the  same  were  not  effected,  shall  for  the  first  offence 
suffer  Imprisonment  by  the  space  of  one  whole  year  without  Bail,  and 
once  every  quarter  of  the  said  year  shall  in  some  Market-Town  on  the 
Market  or  Fair  day,  stand  openly  on  the  Pillory  by  the  space  of  six 
houres,  and  there  openly  confess  his  fault  and  offence. 

SHEEP. 
1.  Whosoever  shall  bring,  send,  or  receive  into  any  ship  or  bottoms 
anj  Rammes,  Sheep  or  Lambes  being  alive,  to  be  conveyed  out  of  the 
King's  Dominio  s,  or  procure  the  same,  shall  for  the  first  offence  for- 
feit all  his  goods  for  ever  to  the  King  and  Informer,  and  be  imprisoned 
one  year  withoutbail,  and  then  in  some  open  Market,  in  the  fulness  of

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Spirits. 

To  give  a  full  history  of  Spirits,  begotten,  raised,  educated,  and  des- 
tinated,  in  the  celestial  world,  would  require  the  'aieinory'  aud  'experi- 
ence'we  left  there  when  we  chose  to  take  our  mission  for  this  woud. — 
But  little  has  ever  been  revealed  on  the  suiiject.  The  coiniuou  occur- 
rences of  life  teach  us  however,  that  spirits  had  knowledge  in  the  older 
woild:  whether  human  or  not  human.  The  wisdom  of  uod  is  plainly 
manifest  in  his  creations:  so  that  a  "life-giving;  power"  animating  man. 
beast,  fowl,  hsh,  reptile,  and  insect,  "spreads  undivided,  and  Ofit-rates 
unspent"  from  age  to  age.  And  when  we  read  that  Jesus  Christ  was 
with  the  Father,  in  the  beginning,  and  came  down  from  the  Father,  and 
was  begotten  of  the  Father,  and  jjorn  of  a  womau,  like  ourselves,  and 
raised  up  among  his  brethren;  suffered  in  the  flesh  as  mortal,  was  buried 
and  arose  on  the  third  day  in  newness  of  lite,  we  certainly  have  one 
chain  of  evidence,  that  spirits  had  an  existence  with  IJod  in  another 
world. 

Again,  when  we  observe  among  all  nation?,  kindreds  and  tongues, 
two  self  evident  principles  prevailing;  the  one,  in  all  cases,  actuating 
its  subject  to  do  unto  others  as  it  would  wish  others  to  do  unto  it;  ;ind 
the  otlier  secretly  and  openly  taking  an  undue  advantage,  we  are  com- 
pelled to  know  that  there  are  two  kinds  of  spirits — good  and  bad — liv- 
ing together  on  the  earth.  And  so,  also,  may  be  obv*erved  amon;^-  the 
aDimal  creation,  a  species  of  self  ivul,  called,  '^•instinct  "  develuping 
itself  to  sustain  life,  giving  wise  men  proof  of  what  was  known  in  the 
spirit  world.  * 

But  the  grand  question  i«,  how  shall  vre  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  spirits,seeing  there  are  ;uch  a  vai  iety,  and  that  lliey  manii'i  s  iIk  )u- 
selves  in  a  multiplicity  of  ways?  The  rule  given  by  Jesus  Chiistis 
this: — '4Ie  that  prayeth  whose  spirit  is  contrite,  the  same  is  accepted 
of  me,  if  he  obeu  mine  ordinances;  he  that  speaketh  whose  spirit  is  con- 
trite, whose  language  is  meek,  and  ediiieth,  the  same  is  of  Uod,  if  lie 
obey  mine  ordinances.  iVnd  again,  he  that  trembles  under  my  power, 
nhall  1)0  made  strong,  and  shall  bring  forth  fruits  of  praise,  and  wisdom, 
According  to  the  revelations  and' truths  which  1  have  given  you.     And 

figain,  he' that  is  overcome  and  bring-^th  not  forth  fruits,  even  accord- 
ng  to  this  pattern,  is  not  of  me.  iVherelore,  by  this  pattern  ac  shall 
Icn'ow  the  spirits  in  all  cases  und*  the  whole  heavens." 

The  question  being  thus  settled  beyond  controversy,  all  honest  men 
can  iudge'the  tree  by  its  fruit;  and  tlie  "anointed  id'  the  T-ovd,"  when- 
ever thev  judge  a  spirit,  professing:  to  have  obeyed  'mit.e  ordinances,'  v  ill 
require'the  tokens  that  the  watching  angels  lequire  at  the  parses  Irom 
this  world  to  tlie  next. 

But  to  open  the  subject  under  consideration,  plainer  to  the  compre- 
hension of  all,  let  it  be  known  that  all  spirits  in  their  "first  estate," 
have  their  agencv  the  same  as  they  have  in  their  second,  or  temporal 
probation.  For' it  is  written,  that  "Adam  was  tempted  of  the  devil, 
for  behold  the  devil  was  before  Adam,  for  he  [the  df\  il]  relielled  against 
me,  [Jfsus]  saying,  '(.iive  me  thine  honor,'  wiiich  is  my  power;  and  also 
a  third  part  of  the  hosts  of  heaven  turned  he  away  iroin  me  [Jesus]  be- 
cause of  their  agency;  and  they  were  thrust  down  and  thus  became  thsi

f"*  liiiht  to"  run  races  from  one  star  to  another.  Dreams  and_  dog  ^ 
howls,  new  moons,  and  old  bones,  crickets,  crows,  and  cowlieks,  ^ 
*  and  millions  of  marvelous  wonders,  all,  like  the  glaring  meteor,  i 
S  burst  to  view  and  leave  no  trace  behind.  One  thus  saith  the  Lord  ffi 
^  is  worth  ihem  all.  _  ^' 
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devil  and  his  anp^els;  and  behold  there  is  a  place  prepared  for  them- 
from  the  beginnino;,  wliich  place  is  hell:  and  ic  must  needs  be  that  the 
devil  should  tempt  the  children  of  men,  or  they  could  not  be  '■'a;^ents" 
unto  themselves;  for  if  they  never  should  have  bitter,  they  could  not 
know  the  sweet." 

Thus  we  have  the  subject  fairly  open.  The  spirits  in  the  ''elder 
world"  have  their  agency,  and  act  upon  it.  Now  the  Lord  has  one 
grand  rule  for  spirits  and  mortals  in  both  worlds.  He  exhibits  the  plan 
of  what  is  to  be  in  the  next  state  of  existence,  and  then  gives  the  can- 
didates for  exaltation  and  glory,  pernusslon  to  go  upon  their  agency 
and  do  the  best  they  can-  under  the  holy  order  of  the  priesthood, — if 
they  obeij  his  ordinances.  And  so  the  spirits,  anxious  to  imitate  their 
Father,  and  inherit  a  kingdom,  come  down  to  earth  and  take  a  body  of 
Hesh,  that  through  obedience  according  to  his  ordinances,  (after  death) 
the  spirit  and  the  body  may  be  raised,  incorruptible,  a  soul  for  exalt- 
ation. 

There  is  one  thing  still  farther  in  relation  to  the  spirits  before  they 
come  into  the  flesh,  and  that  is,  that  they  have  a  body  and  li%e  bv  sus- 
tenance, the  same  as  mortals:  for  Jesus  said  to  the  brother  of  .Tared: 
"Behold,  this  body,  which  you  now  beh  Id,  is  the  body  of  my  spirit;  and 
man  have  I  created  after  the  body  of  my  spirit;  and  even  as  I  appear 
unto  thee  to  be  in  spirit,  will  I  appear  unto  my  people  in  the  flesh."  And 
ao-ain,  when  this  sime  Jesus,  long  afterwards,  visited  Abraham,  he  kill- 
ed a  calf  and  made  cakes,  and  lis  did  eat  Avith  the  old  patriarch,  in 
companv  with  others,  and  blessed  Sarah  at  ninety  years,  to  bring  forth 
Isaac.  So  it  seems  that  Jesus  Christ  had  a  bo  ly  and  lived  by  eating 
before  he  was  born  of  Mary.  And  more  than  this,  he  had  a  Father  and 
Mother  in  heaven:  for  in  the  fortv-tifth  Psalm  (literallv  from  tlie  He- 
brew) is  read  these  sublifne  sentences: —  "Thy  throne  (is  as)  the  Gods 
of  eternity:  and  the  eternal  rod  of  justice  (is)  the  rod  of  thy  kingdom. 
Thou  lovedst  righteousness  and  hited'^t  wickedness,  therefore  the  (.iods 
with  thy  God  anoint  thee  with  the  oil  of  joy  over  thy  household. — 
Myrrh,  aloes,  ami  cassia  for  nil  thy  sarments  from  palaces  of  Ivory  are 
bestowed  to  gladden  thee.  The  daughters  of  kinzs  st:i.nd  among  thy 
honorable  wives:  the  Queen  on  the  right  hand  in  gems  of  ophii-.-' 

So  reads  a  portion  of  the  blessing  of  the  King  and  Que^n  of  heaven, 
upon  their  Son,  before  he  came  down,  upon  his  mission  to  Jdumea,  or 
the  world.  And  as  he  makes  his  brethren,  who  come  and  take  a  body 
of  flesh,  "equal  with  him  in  p'>wer  and  clory,"  they  must  receive  the 
game  blessings  in  the  spirit  worid  before  they  come. 

One  idea  further:  Good  angels  aral  spirits  never  leave  the  realms  of 
o-lorv  without  permission  or  commission:  and  when  they  arrive  on  the 
earth,  the  first  sabitatlon  is,  (if  an  ansrel)  I  am  Michael;  I  am  Gabriel; 
or  I  am  one  of  thy  fellow  servants  the  pronhets — worship  God.  No 
clairvoyance:  no  mesmerism:  no  spiiatual  rapping:  nor  no  making  medi- 
cine.    No,  they  come  like  a  (iod,  and  act  like  a  God. 

But  the  free  thinker  naturallv  inquires,  from  whence  come  the  evil 
spirits?  The  worl  1  is  troubled  with  many.  We  answer:  we  have  already 
o-iven  a  cbie  to  that  question.  "A  third  part  of  the  hosts  of  heaven"
